Statement From Maysvilie 
Company on the Natural 
Gas Question. 



The Mayaville Gas Company and its representatives have 
never attempted to iailuence the election of city officials, Mayor 
or Cooncilmen, and it will not do to at the election tomorrow. 
Its ]M)licy has heon never to secare anything from the city ex- 
cept on its merits, and such will continue io be 'ts policy in 
the future. 

It is informed, however, that its attitude towards nataral 
^as isattempttid to be made an is.'^iie in the election tomorrow, 
and in view of this >t deems it proper to set fi>rtb to the peo- 
ple of the city what that attitude is. 

It resisted the granting of a natural gas franchise a year 
or so aE;«> because the parties seeking it had no natural gas to 
sell and wanted the franchise solely tor the purpose of trading 
on it. It has a nataral gas franchise itself, and has kept in 
touch with those who have it to sell and it is in position to fur- 
nish it to the city as soon as tho.<«o who have it to sell are in 
position to spare the gas, and it will do so in accordance with 
the resolutions of Council adopted at that time. 

In view of tin'-;, it follows that those nifiiil)or-< of Council 
who voted against the offering of the uatural gas franchise, 
sought by Prall and associates, did not prevent the city secur* 
ing natural gas, but on the contrary pot it in position to secure 
it from tl)o>e who hav(^ it to furnish as so<mi as it can be fur; 
ni^^bed, and that at the earliest possible moment and ^n reason- 
able terms, instead of having rrall and associates do the ne* 
gotiating ff>r it.
